THE SILVER ISSUE 


A 


FAVORITE CRY with Nevada Republicans 


is that "the Silver issue is dead." 
Separate 


and apart from the exigencies of politics, it would 
be very hard to find any good reason why men 
living in this State should be so anxious to make 
it appear that the silver question has passed into 
history. 
While we hope greatly to diversify our 


industries, Nevada must, in the nature of things, 
for many years to come, depend chiefly upon min- 
ing as the basic industry on which every other busi- 
ness will rest. 
In this mining industry silver is 


and always will be an element of great importance. 


Republicans actually endeavor to make it ap- 


pear that we have reached a point in our industrial 
development at which silver is to be altogether dis- 
regarded in estimating the sum total of our re- 
sources. A more glaring piece of business idiocy 
it would be hard to imagine. 
The fact is well 


known that in the great camp of Tonopah, the ma- 
jor part of the values, as thus far brought to light, 
is in silver. The Wedekind mine is a silver propo- 
sition, and we have very few mining properties in 
the State that could be worked at a profit without 
the silver contents of the ore. From a strict busi- 
ness standpoint, Nevada should be the last State to 
relegate the silver question to the limb of dead 
issues. 


But our Republican brethren are not taking a 


business view of the matter. They are dealing with 
it as politicans. Some of them never did believe in 
free coinage; others believed in it, but so feebly 
that their belief was easily subordinated to party 
loyalty, and still others think that they have more 
to gain in a political way, by shouting that "silver is 
dead," than they can profit in a business way by 
a consistent support of the State's material inter- 
ests. 


The question of silver coinage is not dead. The 


Republican leaders do not themselves so regard it. 
Publicly, and privately they claim that a Democratic 
victory would endanger the gold standard, which 
simply means that the Democratic party would re- 
store bimetallism if it had the power to do so. If 
this is true, it is an argument in favor of the Demo- 
cratic party ; if it is untrue, it is an argument against 
the Republican party. Undoubtedly the argument 
is essentially well-founded, for the great bulk of 
the Democratic party has never weakened in its 
devotion to constitutional bimetallism. 'It would 
be nothing less than base ingratitude for Nevada 
to turn her back upon the great National organi- 
zation that has been her friend all through the later 
years of this controversy. 


The great financial influences which dominate 


the Republican party will never rest content until 
they have eliminated every silver dollar from our 
monetary system. 
Nor will they be satisfied then. 


They aim to extend the gold standard into other 
countries just as rapidly as possible. 


The House bill for the government of the Philip- 


pine Islands provided for the introduction of the 
gold standard there. It failed in the Senate but so 
did the plan of a Philippine silver dollar for which 
Teller and Dubois labored so earnestly. A scheme 
to force the gold standard into Mexico and China 
has been under consideration for some time both in 
London and New York, and when this scheme is 
crystalized into definite form there is no room for 
doubt as to where the influences of the United 
States will be thrown with the Republican party in 
power. 


The introduction of the gold standard into those 


two countries will practically destroy the silver 
market for coinage. 
Where the price will then 


go no one can say with certainty, but it easilv 
might drop to twenty-five cents an ounce. 
It is 


not improbable that the enactment of the Hill bill 
into law and the introduction of the gold standard 
into the Philippines, to both of which measures the 
Republican House of Representatives is fully com- 
mitted, would close every low-grade silver mine in 
this State. 
The people of Nevada will do well 


to remember that there is more in the silver issue 
which concerns them in their vital interests than 
the mere question of free coinage.

YOUNG MEN, CONSIDER 


trust tariff upon the country and its especial effect 
upon the industries and the people of their State. 
With but little research arid but little exercise of 
their mental powers, they will learn that one of the 
national parties enacted a tariff law which while 
increasing the cost of living more than twenty per 
cent, not a resident of the btate is benefitted to the 
extent of a nickel by any or all of the provisions 
of the Act. A little arithmetic will inform them 
that the people of Nevada pay to the trusts in the 
shape of excessive tarirf taxation, every year, near- 
ly double the amount of the expense of running the 
State government for the same length of time. Lftt 
them ascertain to which party the State is indebted 
for these inflictions and govern themselves accord- 
ingly. 
After solving the local problem, let them 


inform themselves why it is that at no period in 
the industrial history of the country it has been 
so difficult for a young man without capital or in- 
fluential friends, to make a place for himself as a 
worker as in these opening years of the new cen- 
tury. 
The underlying causes that have brought 


about these untoward conditions are not difficult 
to understand. 
Chief among them the enormous 


combinations of capital, which under a vicious sys- 
tem of legislation, have enormously restricted com- 
petition, and to that extent narrowed the field of 
employment. 
A small clerkship is about all that 


the average joung man need hope to obtain and 
the compensation attached to it is very little more 
than is sufficient for his support, especially in the 
large towns and cities \\hich contain the great bulk 
of the population of the nation. The fact is unde- 
niable that the social arid economic revolution has 
been brought about by the legislation of one of the 
two great National parties, which has been in favor 
of special interests which are amassing fabulous for- 
tunes at the expense of the masses of the people. 
Manufactures are unduly fostered and protected to 
the detriment of agriculture which has been saved 
from disaster only because of wondrously prosper- 
ous seasons at home and correspondingly bad ones 
in other quarters of the globe. Very little change 
for the better can take place so long as these gov- 
ernmental conditions are permitted to exist. The 
party responsible for them must be retired, and the 
law so altered that the majority will not be at the 
mercy of the minority. Young men should study 
out these problems for themselves; do their own 
thinking, and not allow themselves to be rushed 
into inconsiderate political action.
